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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-14 and 17-24, 27-30, 32 and 33 drawn to Process for Fabricating 
Semiconductor Device. 

Group II, claim(s) 15, 16, 25, 26, 31 and 34-50 drawn to Semiconductor Device. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

A "product-by-process" claim is one in which the product is defined at least in part in 
terms of the method or process by which it is made. Atlantic Thermoplastics Co. Inc. v. Faytex 
Corp., 23 USPQ2d 1481, 1488 (Fed. Cir 1992). Although it is noted that claim(s) 13, 14, 23 and 
24 is/are product-by-process claims, product-by-process claims are directed to the product no 
matter how actually made. In re Taylor, 149 USPQ 615, 617 (CCPA 1966). Consequently, it is 
the patentability of the final product, and not the patentability of the process, that must be 
determined in a product-by-process claim. In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (CAFC 1985), Ex 
parte Edwards 231 USPQ 981, 983 (BdPatApp&Int 1986). 
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Furthermore, the product of Group II as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process such as mechanical means, i.e., as nano-imprinting can be utilized instead of the 
masking and etching process of Group I. 

Therefore, the device of Group II can be resulted by the process which lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
